“Let’s face facts. We, in the 
Department of Labor. will not be 
able, even with our new approach. 
to make headway in cutting down 
on-the-job accidents without the 
help of management and the help 
of labor. Unless you, along with 
management, convince your mem- 
bers that the state Labor Depart- 
ments safety inspector is not 
coming in to waste their time. but 
to save them from possible physi- 
cal injury, we are going to have 
a tough time of it. The business 
agent, the manager, the local 
trade union president, the shop 
steward—all have the duty to 
help us bring safety into the minds 
of the workers.” 


What enforcement? 


Curiously, a law passed last 
vear by the New York State Leg- 
islature hamstrings the state La- 
bor Department in putting either 
its old enforcement-centered or its 
new education-centered safety 
program into effect in a_ very 
large segment of industry. 

\ state Building Code Commis- 
sion was set up in 1955. Where- 
ever its codes are adopted by local 
municipalities. they supersede the 
codes of the Labor Department. 

That means that. in the 18 
towns that already have accepted 
the Building Code Commission’s 
rules, the Labor Department 
cant send even a consultant to 
suggest safe ways of building 
things and doing things. 

Lubin grew rather sarcastic on 
the subject. 

“In a community.” he said. 
“which has ‘elected’ to adopt the 
Building Commission’s code. local 
officials whose sole previous con- 
nection with elevators was to say. 
‘Fourth floor. to the operator 
when they stepped inside. will 
have the duty to decide whether 
the elevators are safe or not.” 

It’s impossible now for the La- 
bor Department to order guard 
rails placed on high scaffolds. 
It’s impossible for safety inspect- 
ors to check on the safety factors 
of hoists. A code prepared only 
last year to protect workers against 
possible dangers from radiation is 
emasculated: part of it applies to

What's behind it? 


What’s back of all this burst of 
activity in New York? 

During 1954, the state reported 
910 dead from industrial injuries. 
(The national record, in 1955, 
was 14.200 dead from on-the-job 
accidents.) Governor Harriman 
took official note of that fact in 
his statement to the press: 

“Within this month [June] 
there has been a tragic airplane 
accident off the New Jersey coast 
in which 74 people lost their 
lives. It was the worst disaster 
in the history of regular commer- 
cial airline operation in the na- 
tion. |The Governor spoke be- 
fore the collision of two airplanes 
over the Grand Canyon took 128 
lives.] The expressions of pub- 
lic horror and of sympathy for 
the victims have naturally been on 
everybody's tongue. 

“We remember other similar 

disasters, and they are followed by 
quick and vigorous public reac- 
tion and demands that steps be 
taken to prevent recurrence. 
“But our Workmen’s Compen- 
sation Board made awards in more 
than 12 times that number of ac- 
cidental deaths in 1954 without 
any similar public reaction.” 

The New York drive now is to 
stir up that missing reaction, and 
to use it to put the damper on on- 
the-job injuries and deaths. ¢ ®

peuncine from a 1941 high of 42.1 to a 1955 figure of 18.5, the acci- 
dent frequency rate of the Steel Founders’ Society of America mem- 
bership gives a pretty solid answer to the question, “What good is a 
safety program?” 
Phat 1955 figure, incidentally, is 21°¢ better than the national average 
for the foundry industry as a whole (if you take the statistics of the United 


States Department of Labor). and reflects rather well how much an asso- 


ciation-wide safety program can do in reducing disabling injuries. 

Details of the Steel Founders’ Society program were covered with 
some thoroughness, as they existed up to mid-1954, in the November 1954 
issue of OCCUPATIONAL Hazarps (“When an Association Takes Hold of 
Safety”). Now, something new has been added—something that can 
help you in your own safety program whether or not you're a member of 


Steel Founders’ and whether or not you’re in the foundry business at all. 
Seven-point program launched 


lo hit hard at busy top management and its responsibility for estab- 
lishing and maintaining a strong safety program. Steel Founders’ Society 
safety committee members have outlined a seven-part plan of action. The 
plan is directed at company presidents. operating vice presidents, plant 
managers: it’s not intended to give the experienced safety engineer de- 
tailed instructions (which he should already have. anyway) on how to 
conduct his business.

each of the Steel Founders’ Soci- 
ety member companies. It’s a 
beautifully illustrated, two-color.

Each section has been prepared 
by a volunteer from the Society's 
safety committee. Each volunteer 
is a man who knows his trade thor- 
oughly who knows foundry opel 
ation by personal experience, not 
by hearsay or as a result of occa- 
sional plant visits. 

The approach is highly prac- 
tical. Cost of injuries is dis- 
cussed in the very first section 
and the discussion goes beyond di 
rect costs to those indirect costs 
which managements so often have 
overlooked in the past. 

Here’s a typical quotation from 
the first section: 

“Many accidents do not in

volve costly human injuries but 
may involve other very costly 
damage. For example, in one 
foundry a craneman ran_ the 
block up too high on his crane. 
There being no limit switch, the 
cables were sheared, and the load 
dropped. Damaged in this acci- 
dent, in which fortunately no one 
was injured, was a piece of equip- 
ment costing many thousands of 
dollars.” 


Human failure 


The manual turns to H. W. 
Heinrich for authority when it re- 
fers to the fact. well known among 
safety men, but not at all well 
known among the high industrial 
brass, that 87% of all accidents 
involve human failure. Then it 
adds a note that may help you sell 
Vour own management on a 
stronger safety program:

“Ac ording to the Accident Pre- 
vention Department, Association 
of Casualty & Surety Companies, 
a 10% reduction in the frequency 
of accidents represents an annual 
saving of about $1,250 for each 
100 employees, or a 6% return on 
$20.000. It will be found that 
funds furnished for the elimina- 
tion of hazards will be returned 
many fold in better production.

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What's With 
Occupational Health? 


GOT worD along the grapevine the 
other day that unions are putting 
the bee on a number of state labor 
departments to enforce occupa- 
tional health and safety rules. 

Public health 
becoming a mite concerned about 
it. Some of them say the unions 
have turned to labor departments 
simply because the health depart- 
ments (which are supposed to en- 
force health and sanitation regula- 
tions) haven’t enough staff and 
enough funds to do their job 
properly. 

What’s happened, apparently, is 
this: 

In a number of states, the laws 
have laid down definite standards 
for plant cafeterias, plant wash- 
rooms, plant housekeeping, and 
plant first-aid facilities. The health 
departments in these states are em- 
powered to send in inspectors and 
to take legal action against plants 
that don’t conform to regulations. 

The health departments, how- 
ever, have been put on budgets so 
small that they’re lucky if they 
can inspect each plant once in 
three or four years. Some of the 
departments evidently don’t even 
try to inspect factories; they’re too 
busy with restaurants and hotels 
as it is. 

Labor departments, consequent- 
ly, are being pushed by unions to 
get in on the health and sanitation 
act. Some plants haven’t kept 
their washrooms, cafeterias, and 
showers up to snuff.

W ITHIN 10 years, the Budd Company, with plants 
in Philadelphia, Detroit, and more recently Gary. 
Indiana, saw its accident frequency rate in these plants 
drop more than 75%, to an excellent 3.0. The drop 
was the direct result of years of hard work augmented 
by having President Edward G. Budd, Jr., step per- 


sonally into the firm’s safety program. 

In the beginning, the Budd “president’s plan” con- 
sisted of six points. Only recently have they been 
expanded with two more points. As the plan now 
stands, it includes all the requirements shown on the 
next page. (The plan is reproduced exactly as it 
appears in posters distributed about the four Budd 
plants. )

The manuals average 94 pages 
in size, ranging from a low of 24 
pages to a high of 156.

CARL BacZzENas, editor of The Vill, 
employees magazine of the 
Granite City Steel Company, 
Granite City, Illinois, recently ran 
this brief editorial in his paper.

Baczenas wrote: 

“On page 8 of this issue, we 
are printing two empty squares. 
There is nothing in them... just 
blank space. In a small newspaper 
like this, empty space of any kind 
is a luxury. We could have used 
that space to good advantage by 
printing more photos of the many 
expansion projects under way here 
at Granite City Steel. Or we could 
have put it to many other valuable 
uses, 

“But we believe this particular 
space is more valuable when left 
blank. 

“If you haven't already guessed, 
the space is that normally given to 
pictures of recent lost-time  in- 
juries that happen in the plant. 
But last month, for the first time 
in Granite City Steel’s history, a 
complete calendar month went by 
without a single lost-time accident. 

“That’s why we left the squares 
blank. 

“If the injury-free streak had 
continued through another whole 
month, we would have been very 
happy to print two more blank 
squares in our next issue. 

“A picture may be worth a 
thousand words. But no picture is 
worth a thousand dollars—to the 
guy who didn’t get hurt!” @ @ 





Snubbing the tongue .. . 


Industrial Indemnity Company, 
San Francisco, tells about a 
swamper who was uncoupling a 
trailer from a small tractor. He 
lost control of the tongue, and it 
dropped on his foot. Several toes 
were smashed.

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Js A bit frustrating, isn’t it, when somebody does 
| ask that question? Actually, it’s hard to say just 
what a safety man does. He can do so many different 
things, depending on what his plant makes, how old 
it is, what processes it uses, what equipment it has, 
how many people it employs, and where it’s located. 

Company managements, however, quite frequently 
have asked OCCUPATIONAL HAZARDs what a safety man 
does. So have those who have just been jumped from 
foremen to safety engineers, or who—as heads of 
personnel departments-—have just been told to get 
safety programs under way. 

Robert M. Gilmore, general safety supervisor of 
Rayonier Incorporated, Hoquiam, Washington, has 
some sound ideas on what makes a safety engineer 
tick. He’s done much more than write a job descrip- 
tion; he’s studied what kind of man is needed to make 
a good safety supervisor. Some of his ideas are 
familiar ones; some are new and a little surprising; 
all of them will help you check on just how well your 
own ability to do a job stacks up. 


A safety man should know safety 


Naturally, Gilmore believes that a safety man 
should know safety. Quite a few safety men don’t 
not nearly well enough. There are production men 


who've been promoted to safety engineers who have 
told us frankly that they needed A-B-C lessons in fire 
protection, in training men, in what kinds of equip- 
ment to buy and use for guarding workers and 
machines. 

The executive secretary of one trade association 
even commented that, to his certain knowledge, at 
least seven out of 10 of the food processing plants 
belonging to his group didn’t know how to figure acci- 
dent frequency and severity rates, and didn’t know 
what they meant after they were figured. He went 
on to say that “many of our members” weren't familiar 
enough with workmen’s compensation laws to know 
what their liability might be, or what they could do 
to reduce it. 

So Gilmore makes a point of saying that a safety 
man should know safety. 

To that idea he adds this: 
should be sympathetic and understanding in his ap-

proach. He should be able to inspire confidence. 
Much of his effectiveness will depend on his ability 
to obtain the cooperation of all employees and other 
supervisors.” 

Right along with this ability to win friends and 
influence people should go the ability to do original 
thinking and to take independent action, in Gilmore’s 
estimation. 

“A safety engineer.” he observes. “must be able 
to exercise good judgment.”

SAFE STAIRS—A BASIC 


S THE need for repairs making 
[ike stairs in your plant unsafe? 
Are steps slippery from want of 
paint? Are treads worn into a 
sort of ocean-wave effect? Are 
old coverings loose, with flapping 
edges? 

If your answer to any one of 
those questions is yes, you'll want to know about the 
simple, relatively inexpensive, do-it-yourself plan sug- 
gested here for putting stairs back into good condi- 
tion. 

Even the hardest stair tread material, concrete or 
marble, will show wear after only a few years of heavy 
trafic. This cupping makes the stairs dangerous. The 
uneven surface has a tendency to throw anyone who 
walks on it to one side. 


A PLANT 
HOUSEKEEPING 
FEATURE

Abrasives in treads help prevent slips. 


RESPONSIBILITY 


If the basic stair structure is 
sound, it’s not necessary to tear 
out old treads for costly rebuild- 
ing; no matter how badly they re 
worn, they can be repaired. 

When stairs show as much as 
14 inch wear, they should be con- 
sidered dangerous, 

Your own maintenance men easily can fill in and 
level worn tread areas and cap the treads with long- 
wearing architectural metal safety treads. Such 
treads are available in the exact sizes required for any 
individual stairway; no on-the-job fitting or cutting 
is necessary. 

Treads can be leveled with mastic, which can be 
purchased either from the tread manufacturer or from 
building suppliers. The mastic is applied with a

trowel behind a straight-edged board called a level- 
ing board. 

The leveling board should be about an inch shorter 
than the length of the stair treads. The board is held 
to the front edge of each step while the mastic is 
troweled in the worn areas behind: the board acts 
as a form to bring the mastic to a square edge. The 
mastic is feather-edged where the worn area ends. As 
soon as one step is completed, the leveling board may 
be moved to the next one. 


The mastic usually takes from two to five hours to 
dry, depending upon the thickness of the application. 
It should be firm before the metal safety treads are 
applied. 

Safety treads come with countersunk holes for 
fastening. On wooden stairs, the treads may be ap- 
plied with wood screws. For masonry. marble, slate. 
or terrazzo, holes must be drilled in the existing treads 
for lead expansion shields; drilling should be done 
with carbide-tip bits. 

A rubber-base adhesive can be used in addition to 
the screw fasteners to bond treads securely to ma- 
sonry, marble, slate, or terrazzo steps. The adhesive 
is spread on the backs of the metal treads and on the 
existing treads. The metal safety treads are pressed 
into position firmly to insure a strong bond: then the 
screws are inserted, and the treads are fastened se- 
curely and permanently. 

In most plants, stairways can’t be kept out of use 
for long periods while repairs are being made. With 


the method suggested here, stairs can be repaired in 
a few hours, and then be ready for immediate use. 
Many plants take care of the job over a week-end o1 
overnight. 


\ number of styles and types of safety treads is 
being manufactured. Each serves a different purpose. 
The one that’s right for you depends on the location 
of the stairway and the kind of traffic that passes 
over it. 

If you have problems with office stairs, for instance, 
you can make them attractive as well as safe by ap- 
plying safety treads made of extruded aluminum with 
abrasive-filled ribs. 

If you have stairs that aren’t heavily traveled. a 
three-inch aluminum nosing with abrasive-filled ribs 
can be applied to the edge of each step, and backed 
with linoleum or tile. 

Front entrance exterior stairs can be made safe 
permanently with brass base or aluminum base 
abrasive-filled safety treads. 

Where heavy equipment or freight is likely to be 
moved over stairs, you have a choice of several styles 
of heavy abrasive cast metal safety treads. These 
come in aluminum, iron, or bronze. 


The cost of repairing an average flight of steps with 
this method is reasonable. Suppose you have treads 
measuring four feet in width, and the flight has 15 
steps. Leveling the worn spots and applying the metal 
safety treads will be no more expensive than a new 
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THREE TYPES of fasteners for safety 
treads are shown: top—machine bolts 
used to fasten treads to steel pan 
stairs; center—screw fasteners with 
lead shields for use on masonry stairs; 
bottom—wood screws secure safety 
treads to repaired wooden stairs. 


STEP 1. Worn steps are leveled by us- 
ing a leveling board held at the front 
edge of the step. Rubber-based mastic 
is troweled behind the board until de- 
pressions have been filled. 


STEP 2. After the leveling compound 
has dried, holes are drilled for receiv- 
ing the tread fasteners, and the treads 
are fastened down. A rubber-based ad- 
hesive may be used in addition to lead 
shields and fasteners.

IS YOUR FUEL TANK 
LEAKING ? 


PROTECTION 
FOR INDUSTRY 


‘yy A remarkable coincidence, 
in same month OccupPa- 
TIONAL Hazarps published “Safe 
Fuel Oil Handling Is Tricky” 
(June 1956), Chio State Fire Mar- 
shal Charles R. Scott told the an- 
nual meeting of the National Fire 
Association that at 
least 10% of all underground gaso-

line and other petroleum storage 
tanks are leaking. 

Fumes from the leaking tanks, 
Scott said, are entering sewers and 
buildings, “causing explosions and 
loss of life and property.” 

Owners and other users of un- 
derground petroleum storage tanks 
often neglect entirely their re- 
sponsibility to stop leaks, Scott 
went on. Consequently, enforce- 
ment officers must drive hard for 
the elimination of the danger of 
fire and explosion resulting from 
tank leakage. The vapor from a 
single gallon of gasoline mixed in 
the right proportions with air has 
the same explosive power as 87 
sticks of dynamite. 

Existing air-pressure tests for 
underground tanks can be worse 
than useless, the Fire Marshal com- 
mented. Clay and earth surround- 
ing a tank may make it hard to get 
any evidence of leakage with such 
tests; and the air pressure may 
actually increase the holes in cor- 
roded or defective equipment. 

Scott recommended the gravity 
test. This requires that the tank 
be filled with fuel. Then, with a 
reading instrument, the actual 
leakage of fluid by gravity is dis- 
closed. 


“If the liquid level declines in 


the supply piping,” Scott told the 
meeting, “there is only one answer: 
it is leaking, and there is only one 
way to find it—dig, dig, and keep 
digging until it is found.” 

At least 90% of all leaks in 
petroleum tanks probably occur in 
piping, the Fire Marshal estimated. 

Leakage takes place, in general, 
as a result of two factors: cor- 
rosion caused by soil or other 
chemical conditions; human fail- 
ure to install or maintain tanks 
and piping properly. 

People and their unwillingness 
to face up to facts were blamed by 
Scott as being responsible for the 
widespread neglect of tank leak- 
age. When a loss of life or some 
property damage has occurred be- 
cause of leakage, those who own o1 
use petroleum storage tanks sim- 
ply will not admit the existence of 
any hazard. 

“They will tell you,” Scott said 
“time and again that they have no 
leaks or loss of product, only to 
sheepishly admit, when confronted 
with the facts, they were losing 10 
gallons a day but didn’t think that 
small amount could make any dif- 
ference.” 

Tying right in with what Fire 
Marshal Scott had to say to the 
members of the National Fire Pro- 
tection Association was a warning 
from I. F. Statz, supervisor of fire 
prevention for the Wisconsin In- 
dustrial Commission. 

Statz told Wisconsin safety men 
that oil-fired heating equipment 
“should be installed only by quali- 
fied persons in accordance with 
manufacturers’ instructions and 
in conformity with local regula- 
tions.” 

He pointed to the need for spe- 
cial attention to be given to draft 
conditions and clearances to walls. 
ceilings, and other nearby combus- 
tible materials. © ¢

Number 15 in a series 


For MORE than 20 years, Timothy 
P. was employed by a manufac- 
turer of chemicals and explosives. 
His job was to drive a large truck 
of explosives, 

Early in 1955, it was discovered 
that Tim was suffering from a dia- 
betic condition. His doctor put 
him on a very strict diet—1,700 
calories per day to bring his 
weight down and control the con- 
dition. The doctor allowed Tim 
to return to work, “assuming he 
adheres to his dietary regime.” 

The company, however. decided 
that the hours of work and other 
conditions involved in explosives 
truck driving would make it im- 
possible for Tim to maintain the 
rigid diet. It was felt that the 
danger of “blackout” was too 
creat for safety. After carrying 
Tim on the payroll for a time with- 
out requiring him to work, the 
company finally discharged him. 

The union filed a_ grievance, 
claiming that Tim ought to be 
given a chance to control his diet 
while on the job before the com- 
pany decided he couldn’t work. 


The Arbitrator's Decision 


The arbitrator quoted from doc- 
tors’ reports and diabetes text- 
books in making the following 
ruling: 

“Tt is difficult to believe that 
Timothy P. could maintain a diet 
of 1,700 calories under the work- 
ing conditions and hours to which 


he would be exposed as an explo 
sives truck driver. 

“With the element of risk defi- 
nitely present, the union’s sugges- 
tion of trial and checkup is itself 
a hazardous method of proving its 
point. The fact that its position 
could be proven wrong at the ex- 
pense of human lives or the maim- 
ing of individuals cannot be ac- 
cepted as a sensible method of 
determination. Wisdom suggests 
that the hazard of a situation be 
determined in advance of experi- 
ence, and then that it be avoided. 
Certainly the most indefensible ap- 
proach to risk determination is to 
operate in the face of a likely haz- 
ard until tragedy occurs. With the 
risk element so clearly apparent in 
the opinion of the experts, it would 
be foolish in the extreme to defy 
that hazard and gamble on expe- 
rience.” @ @

\ COMMITTEE of the state legislature of Kansas has 
been authorized to draft a bill which would amend the 
state’s compensation law to provide safeguards to em- 
ployers hiring handicapped or previously injured 
workers. The proposal is part of a larger program to 
attract new industry to Kansas. 


South Carolina 
Hikes Premium Rates 


THE RECENT increase in compensation benefits in South 
Carolina has necessitated an increase in premium rates 
in the amount of 5.7% since last December 31. and it 
is expected that a further increase will be necessary 

probably amounting to another 1.6°°. The new in- 
crease will probably go into effect on December 31, 


1956. 


New Jersey 
Liberalizes Benefits 


AMENDMENTS to the Workmen’s Compensation Law 
of New Jersey have increased the maximum weekly 
benefits from $30 to $40 for all categories of disability 
payment except permanent partial disability. which 
now carries a $35 maximum. 

The measure, which goes into effect January 1. 
1957, also affects other provisions of the law: pay- 
ments to dependents of a worker killed on the job 
are increased from 300 to 350 weeks: payments for 
funeral expenses go up from $250 to $400; for the 
first time, an employee who is injured as the result 
of horseplay of other workers will be compensated 
if he was an innocent victim and did not participate 
in the horseplay; loss of artificial appliances as a 
result of an industrial accident will be compensated.

$8,500 to $12,500.

It was the first such increase in 
Kentucky rates in seven years, exclusive of the coal 
mining industry.

Duncan was an oil pumper employed by the Rathke 
Oil Company.

His 
injury came about one evening while he was helping 
another pumper on an adjacent lease owned by another 
company. Duncan traveled about two miles to the 
other lease property to aid his friend, and did so at 
the request of the friend. 

Evidence came out that different oil lease employees 
frequently assisted each other when help was needed. 
Their employers were aware of this fact, and there was 
some evidence that they encouraged their employees 
to assist each other.

place Duncan in the course of his employment at the 
time of the injury.

Did a Fall 
Induce Death? 


Ir 1T weren't for Levine’s pre-existing gall-bladder 
trouble, said his employer, he would be alive today. 
Why should his wife be entitled to death benefits? 

Levine was a clerk in the Burg Bros. Supermarket. 
He fell while he was in the ice box securing a case of 
milk, and injured his abdomen in the fall. 

That Levine had a pre-existing gall-bladder condition 
was admitted by all. But his wife alleged that the 
gall-bladder attack was aggravated by the fall and that 
she should recover death benefits from her husband’s 
employer. 

Burg Bros., of course, claimed that the fall had 
nothing to do with Levin’s death, that it arose out of

a condition which had no connection with the em- 
ployment. 

The New York court agreed with Mrs. Levine. Medi- 
cal testimony to the contrary notwithstanding, the court 
found there was sufficient evidence to support a find- 
ing that the fall was a material factor in causing 
Levine's death.

Water Can Didn't 
Make Injuries Compensable 


ORDINARILY, a worker's injuries incurred while going 
to or coming from work are not compensable. One 
of the exceptions to this “going and coming” rule oc- 
curs when it can be shown that the worker was per- 
forming a substantial mission for his employer at the 
time of his injury. Leon H. Henshaw felt that his 
injury fell within the exception and that an award 
was due him. 

Henshaw was a member of a drilling crew for the 
Great Western Drilling Company. He sustained his 
injuries while riding home from work one afternoon 
in the automobile of a fellow employee. The injuries 
resulted when the car overturned on a public highway 
about 25 miles from Henshaw’s place of employment. 

Although they lived 26 miles from the rig on which 
they worked. the members of Henshaw’s drilling crew 
were not furnished transportation to and from work 
by their employer. Instead, they took daily turns driv- 
ing their respective automobiles and hauling the other 
members of the crew, the result of an arrangement 
they made among themselves. The crew was employed 
on an hourly basis, and was paid only for the hours it 
actually worked on the job. 

Henshaw recognized that under ordinary circum- 
stances the “going and coming” rule would bar him 
from recovering compensation, but he claimed that 
his particular situation at the time of his injury estab- 


lished an exception to the rule: there was an arrange- 
ment in existence that the man who drove each day 
would bring with him a water can filled with water

In a local bar. a few minutes later, Dahl became 
involved in a fight. and he and another man were 
arrested by the chief of police of Claremont. The 
other man resisted arrest, and the chief told Dahl to 
wait for his return while he took the other to jail. 
The police chief was absent for about 10 minutes. 
When he returned to get Dahl. Dahl was gone. 

Dahl, in the meantime. had driven off in his truck: 
and when 14 miles from Claremont. the truck over- 
turned and he was injured. 

Dahl sought compensation from his employer for 
his injuries. but his employer refused. contending 
that Dahl had deviated from his employment when 
he sought recreation at the bar and that there was a 
presumption that Dahl was still outside the scope of 
his employment when the accident occurred. The em- 
ployer further contended that a person under legal 
arrest is incapable of being in the course of his em- 
ployment until released by the authorities; that his 
sole intention in entering the truck was to escape from 
the authorities: that the crime of escape is a serious 
one; and that public policy requires that perpetrators 
of crimes should not be compensated for injuries 
received while committing a crime. 

The Wisconsin court did not fully agree. True, Dahl 
was presumably intoxicated at the time of his acci- 
dent. But when injured, he was driving his employer's 
truck on the direct and usual route from Claremont 
to Blair.

Corporation Officers 
May Receive Benefits 


UpoN WHETHER Dante Sormanti 
was an employee of Marsor 
Jewelry Company or an officer of 
that corporation hinged his com- 
pensation payments. 

Sormanti sustained wrist in- 
juries while operating a powe 
saw. 

Prior to the incorporation of 
the jewelry manufacturing com- 
pany, it operated as a partnership 
with Sormanti as an employee. The 
business was incorporated. Sor- 
manti was issued 50 shares of 
stock and elected vice-president 
and secretary. offices for which he 
received no pay. 

The jewelry company contended 
that Sormanti was not entitled to 
compensation, since the laws of 
Rhode Island exempt corporate of- 
ficers from coverage. 

Not so, ruled the court. Sor- 
manti’s status as an employee of 
the partnership did not chang 
when the business was incorpo- 
rated, even though he did become 
a stockholder and officer. It is 
rather common, said the court. for 
an officer of a small corporation, 
whose executive duties demand 
only a very limited fraction of his 
time, to be employed in work for 
the corporation which. if per- 
formed by anyone else. would 
make such person an employee. 

Claim allowed.

No Compensation

sation was unique. His claim was 
an outgrowth of injuries he re- 
ceived in a motor vehicle acci- 
dent while driving a company car, 
on company time, and with the 
company supplying the gas and 
oil. 

Taylor was about to be dis- 
charged from his job as service 


manager of the Taylor Tire Com- 
pany. The similarity in the names 
of the claimant and his employer 
was no Taylor’s 
father was president of the com- 
pany. 

Taylor had worked for the com- 
pany for some eight years. His 
services, however, were not satis- 
factory; and after consultation 
among officers of the company, it 
was determined that it would be 
best for all concerned if Taylor 
(the younger) would secure a po-

sition elsewhere. 


Taylor obtained permission 
from his superiors to take a com- 
pany car to drive from Lexing- 
ton, Kentucky, the place of his 
business, to Louisville, to be in- 
terviewed for a new job. On the 
way back to Lexington, Taylor’s 
car suddenly left the highway, and 
he was thrown out. As a result 
he sustained a serious spinal in- 
jury which resulted in his being 
permanently paralyzed from the 
waist down. 

Taylor said that he should be 
entitled to compensation, since it

Now, There Was 
A Traveling Man... 


Lioyp A. WISEMAN, a vice presi- 
dent of the Crocker First National 
Bank of San Francisco. died of 
asphyxiation and burns in a hotel 
room in New York City. 

He was in New York on bank 
business: and his traveling ex- 
penses, including his hotel bills. 
were paid by the bank. A woman. 
not Wiseman’s wife, but registered 
as his wife. was found uncon- 
scious in his room and died a 
short time later. There was evi- 
dence that they had been drinking. 

Sometime between 4:00 and 
5:00 in the morning of his death, 
Wiseman telephoned the hotel 
manager for help because of a 
fire in his room. After calling the 
fire department, the manager went 
to the room, but was unable to 
open the door with his passkey. 
Firemen arrived a few minutes 
later and broke into the room, 
but were too late to save the occu- 
pants. The assistant fire marshal 
said that he thought that the fire 
was caused by careless smoking 
by either or both of the occupants. 

Wiseman’s widow sought death 
benefits under the California law 
for her husband’s death. 

Wiseman’s employer agreed 
that as a general rule a commer- 
cial traveler is regarded as_act- 
ing within the course of his em- 
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ployment during the entire period 
of his travel: but. said the bank. 
this rule was inapplicable in Wise- 
man’s case. Since Wiseman was 
occupying the hotel room for im- 
moral and unlawful purposes un- 
der the laws of New York. no com- 
pensation should be awarded. 

The California court. however. 
pointed out that whether or not 
Wiseman was occupying the room 
for an immoral and unlawful pur- 
pose of his OW. he Was also Oc- 
cupving it as a necessary inct- 
dent of his employment. which re- 
quired him to be away from home 
in New York. 

Said the court: where an em- 
plovee was combining his own 


business with that of his employ-
